ters  Patent  be  substituted  in  its  place: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  hereinbefore  described  shall,  on,  from, 
and  after  the  date  hereof,  constitute  the  village 
municipality  known  as  “  The  Corporation  of 
the  Village  of  Campbell  River,”  under  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to. 

1.  The  said  municipality  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  Village  of  Campbell  River.” 

2.  The  said  municipality  shall  comprise  all 
that  area  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  shall  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  said  municipality. 

4.  Nothing  in  this  Letters  Patent  or  in  the 
Order  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
shall  impair  or  affect  the  rights  of  any  creditor 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  Campbell 
River  as  incorporated  under  the  former  Letters 
Patent,  and  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of 
Campbell  River  as  incorporated  under  this 
Letters  Patent  shall  be  liable  for  and  subject 
to,  and  shall  pay,  discharge,  carry  out,  and 
perform,  all  the  debts,  liabilities,  obligations, 
contracts,  and  duties  of  The  Corporation  of  the 
Village  of  Campbell  River  which  are  existing 
at  the  date  hereof. 

5.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of 
Campbell  River  who  are  in  office  at  the  date 
hereof  shall  continue  to  constitute  the  Board 
of  Commissioners,  and  their  term  of  office  shall 
not  be  in  any  way  affected  by  the  recall  of  the 
former  Letters  Patent  and  the  substitution  of 
this  Letters  Patent.

Grass-dehydration  Industry. 

T>E  IT  KNOWN  that,  pursuant  to  and  by 
virtue  of  the  powers  and  authority  vested

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  14  (1949). 


Grass-dehydration  Industry. 

T>URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and 
the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations 
hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “  grass-dehydration 
industry  ”  means  all  operations  in  establishments  operated  for  the  purpose 
of  dehydrating  or  processing  grasses,  clovers,  and  alfalfa. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  every  male  and 
female  employee  in  the  grass-dehydration  industry,  except  employees  covered 
by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defining  their  work. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  in  the  grass-dehydration 
industry  shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  (6),  and  (c)  of  this  section 
and  section  5  of  this  Order. 

(a)  All  employees,  except  as  provided  in  clause  ( b )  hereof: 
60  cents  per  hour. 

(b)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum 
Wage  Act  ”  and  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage 
Act  ”  for  whose  employment  permits  in  writing  have  been 
issued  by  the  Board :  The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in 
the  permit. 

(c)  All  employees: — 

(i)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay 
for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  any  one  day 
and  48  hours  in  any  one  week  during  the  period 
April  1st  to  September  30th,  inclusive,  in  each  year. 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay 
for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  any  one  day 
and  44  hours  in  any  one  week  during  the  period 
October  1st  in  each  year  until  March  31st,  inclusive, 
in  the  following  year. 

This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply 
to  employees  working  under  an  arrangement  with  respect  to 
hours  of  woi’k  established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or  section  11  (4)  of  the  “  Hours 
of  Work  Act  ”  until  the  employee  has  completed  the  hours  so 
established. 

4.  That  except  as  authoi'ized  by  the  Board  or  as  provided  in  section  5  or 
section  11  (3)  or  section  11(4)  of  the  “  Hours  of  Woi’k  Act  ”  the  hours 
of  work  of  any  employee  shall  not  exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week 
during  the  pei’iod  October  1st  in  each  year  until  March  31st,  inclusive,  in 
the  following  year. 

5.  An  employee  repoi’ting  for  woi’k  on  the  call  of  an  employer:  The 
employee’s  l’egular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  pei’iod  spent  at  the  place  of 
woi’k  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2  hours’  pay  at  the 
employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  does  not  commence  work  and  4  hours’ 
pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  commences  work. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  his  establishment  a  copy  of  this  Order,  so  that  all  employees  affected 
thereby  may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to 
each  of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to 
a  day  not  more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

8.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and 
correct  record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours 
worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the 
English  language  of  the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses 
of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours 
of  labour,  or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his 
employees. 

9.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  26th 
day  of  May,  1949,  shall  take  effect  on  the  2nd  day  of  June,  1949.

(Section  17,  Subsection  (4).) 

URSUANT  to  section  17,  subsection  (4), 
“  Metalliferous  Mines  Regulation  Act,”  the 
Minister  of  Mines  has  caused  investigation  to 
be  made  by  an  officer  of  his  Department  in  the 
matter  of  hours  of  work  in  so  far  as  they  affect 
the  search  for  and  preliminary  exploration  of 
mineral  deposits  by  work  done  in  or  from  the 
surface  of  the  ground. 

His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  an 
Order  in  Council  whereby  the  provisions  of 
subsections  (1)  and  (2)  of  section  17  of  the 


said  Act  be  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  affect 
the  search  for  and  preliminary  exploration  of 
mineral  deposits  by  work  done  in  or  from  the 
surface,  and  that  the  following  regulations  be 
made,  effective  the  first  day  of  May,  1949: — 

1.  No  person  engaged  in  the  search  for  and 
preliminary  exploration  of  mineral  deposits  by 
work  done  in  or  from  the  surface  shall  allow  or 
permit  any  person  in  his  employ  to  work  for  a 
longer  period  than  eight  hours  in  any  twenty- 
four,  unless  he  shall  be  the  holder  of  a  permit 
under  Regulation  2. 

2.  The  Minister  of  Mines  may  authorize  the 
District  Inspector  of  Mines,  or  some  other 
qualified  officer  of  the  Department  of  Mines,  to 
issue  a  permit  to  any  employer  to  allow  any 
person  in  his  employ  engaged  in  the  search  for 
and  preliminary  exploration  of  mineral  de¬ 
posits  by  work  done  in  or  from  the  surface  to 
work  for  a  period  in  excess  of  eight  hours  a 
day;  provided  that  the  search  for  and  prelimi¬ 
nary  exploration  of  mineral  deposits  shall  not 
include  driving  adit  tunnels  which  extend  a 
distance  greater  than  40  feet  from  the  surface 
and  sinking  shafts  which  extend  a  distance 
greater  than  10  feet  below  the  surface.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
